In 1501, having procured aid from Flanders, 
sho set up, in her own name of Barbara 
TJttman, B workshop at Annabevg, and there 
began to make laces of various patterns. 
This branch of industry soon spread from 
tho Bavarian frontier to Altenberg and 
Giessen, giving employment to thirty thous- 
and persons, and producing a revenuo of 
ono million thalors. Barbara Uttman died 
in lf>7ij, leaving sixty-five descendants,child- 
ren and grandchildren. It is said that when 
she was taking lessons from her Brabant 
teacher, after sho had completed her first 
attempt at making lace ground or roseau, 
her teacher took the small piece in her hand 
and carefully counted tho stitches which 
Barbara had made.

quired Barbara of tho gontlo lady. 


"Because," she replied, "I wish to know 


how many of your children will weep at 
your funeral." 


"How many ?" again inquired Barbara, 


never doubting ths fulfilment of tho pro- 
phecy, for that was in tho middle ngos.

THE EARLY ADAPTATION OF GAS. 


Gas, as most people know, is inflammable 


air given out by coal. But who first thought 
of collecting it nnd storing it, and using it 
to light up streets, houses and churches ? 
Tho honor is duo to a very busy, hard work- 
ing engineer, one William Murdoch, tho 
foreman of Messrs. Boulton & Watt, the 
groat engineers. It was when his real day's 
work was ovor that ho devoted himself to 
experiments on tho nature and uso of coal 
gaa, 
and at last ho brought tho discovery 


into such hhnpo that ho lighted his own 
houso and offices with tho now cmnbuRtiblo 
nir ; and oven contrived a lantern, with n 
bladder of gas fixed to it, to light him along 
the dark lanes of tho country at night. This 
was at tho closo of tho last century, and 
great was tho amazement of the public when 
tho clever foreman decorated his masters' 
mills, near Birmingham, with a bjnzo of 
light in celebration of the peace of Amiens 
in 1S02. 


So littlo was tho invention understood and 


believed in by those who had not scon it in 
use, that oven great nnd wiso men laughed 
at the iclcft. "How could there Im, light 
without n wick ?" said n member of parlia- 
ment when tho subject was brought before 
Iho houso. 


Even Sir Humphrey Davy ridiculed tho 


idea of lighting towns by gas, and asked ono 
of tho projectors if (hey meant to tako tho 
dome of St. Paul's for a gas motor.
